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Constitution of The 
Farmer’s Unionof Alberta 


Delegates attending the joint Convention representing 
membership of the U.F.A. and A.F.U. in Calgary last week 
adopted, with a numbér of additions and other changes, a draft 
constitution for the new organization formed by amalgamation, 
and gave the new body the name “Farmers’ Union of Alberta’’. 
The draft.had been prepared by the joint Contact Committee. 


The constitution, as amended by the delegates, is as follows: 


SECTION 1—TITLE 
This Association shall be called the Farmers’ Union of Alberta and shall 
consist of membership as hereinafter provided. 


_. SECTION 2—OBJECTS 

The purpose of this Association shall be: 

(a) To advance on all possible occasions the interests of farmers and 
farmers’ co-operative organizations and to educate our farmers in co-operative 
enterprise; 

(b) To co-ardinate the efforts of the various branches of agriculture for 
the purpose of promoting their common interest through collective action; 

(c) To promote and secure necessary and just legislation; 

(d) To achieve a relationship of price which will ensure to agriculture 
its fair share of national income; 

(e) To contribute to a high standard of living for all citizens by promoting 
the highest production over a long-term period, commensurate with sound 
agricultural practices; 

(f) To promote social intercourse, a higher standard of community life, 
and the study of economic and social questions relating to agriculture and 
democratic citizenship; 

(g) To promote the fullest possible use of credit unions. 

SECTION 3—POLICY 

This Association shall be non-partisan in politics but may exert pressure 
upon all political parties to secure its objectives. 

The policy of the Association shall be determined by action of the conven- 
tion or special convention from time to time. 

That this Association implement a policy of direct action when all other 
means have failed to accomplish the desires of the Association; only to be 
implemented after a plebiscite has been carried by a two-thirds majority of 
those voting. 


SECTION 4—MEMBERSHIP 

Membership shall be divided into two classifications: 

1. (a) Individual Membership through Association locals shall consist of 
bona fide farmers or ranchers and retired farmers and ranchers. 

(b) Further provided that any or all of the members of the U.F.A. and 
A.F.U. whose membership was in good standing during the year previous to 
amalgamation shall be eligible to join the new organization. 

2. (a) Membership at Large. Any person having the previously mentioned 

_ qualifications and upon payment of the required membership fees to Central 
Office may become a member at large; provided, however, that no such mem- 
ber shall have or exercise voting rights in the Association unless and until 
becoming a member of a local. 

(b) The Board shall at all times have the right to reject any application 
for membership’ at large without giving reasons therefor. 

3. Women shall have the same rights of membership in the Association as 

- men. 

4. Women’s Section—(a) Title: This section shall be known as The Farm 
Women’s Union of Alberta. 

‘ (b) Locals: Any six resident farm women may form a local, and such 
local when formed shall be local of and shall be 
governed ‘by the constitution and by-laws of the Association. 

(c) Convention: At the convention the delegates from the women’s sec- 
tion and the women delegates to the men’s section convention may meet in 
the general meeting or separately as they see fit. In separate meetings they 
may discuss any question or matter not inconsistent with the objects of the 

*Association set forth in Section 2 hereof, but they shall not petition parliament 
or the legislature on any matter independently of the board of directors of the 
Association. 

The Women’s Section in convention shall have the power to elect an 
executive as hereinafter defined. This executive and directors, as elected at 
district conventions, shall constitute the board. 

The board of directors shall consist of a president, two vice-presidents and 
one director from each district as set forth in Section 6 hereof. 

(d) Board of Women’s Section: The board shall have special charge under 
the executive of such branches of the Association’s work as relate especially 
to social welfare problems,

A LETTER ABOUT WHEAT PRICES 

Just before press time we received the! following letter 
from a correspondent who lives in Toronto.. We print it 
on account of its general interest at this time: 

“I notice that Mr. Gardiner recently refused to admit 
that the American was the ‘world price’. 

“There is, of course—except for purposes of propa- 
gandist character—a wide gap between the general term 
‘world price’ and what has been variously described as 
the ‘North American’, ‘going’, or ‘de facto’ price of wheat? 
My own view is that, with the Liverpool and Winnipeg 
and Buenos Aires ‘wheat futures’ machinery at a stand- 
still, and with literally billions of bushels of the bread 
cereal by-passing such speculative markets as still oper- 
ate, it is neither realistic nor intelligent to build mythical 
money ‘losses’ on a ‘world price’, which simply is a conse- 
quence of the above facts; 

“Surely no one really thinks that, denied the under- 
pinning of the U.S. government price-support policy, the 
Chicago so-called ‘open futures market’ would carry 
today’s load, long? i 

“As I see this wheat scene, Mr. Editor, the nearest 
point to a ‘world price’ will be?the negotiated price for 
the movement of this vital stuff from where wheat is 
plentiful to the hungry wheat-deficit countries—i.e., if / 
when an international wheat agreement factualises—and 
it will be wise for the various peoples to re-arrange agri- 
cultural policiés around this co-operative core? As Presi- 
dent Truman put it in his State of the Union address: 
‘Our first great opportunity is to protect our economy 
against the evils of boom and bust’.”

ceptionally long—were those on two 
proposed additions, moved as amend- 
ments fromthe floor, to the draft con- 
stitution which had been submitted 
by the joint “Contact Committee”.

tion among many who came as UsF.A. 
representatives, it is of interest to note 
that in the new set-up, though the 
A.F.U. delegates were in the great 
majority, deference was shown to the 
point of view of the U.F.A. and consid- 
eration was given to its positions in 
quite a number of other important 
matters. 

The clause on co-operation with 
labor was excluded from the constitu- 
tion, though used in another way. 
There was agreement to stay“with the 
Alberta Federation of Agriculture and 
with the Canadian Federation, with 
allotment of a specified part of mem- 
bership dues to the A.F.A. A Women’s 
Section and a Junior Section were set 
up, as the U.F.A. desired. Although 
the A.F.U. delegates were in a sub- 
stantial majority, the Provisional Ex- 
ecutive and the Provisional Board are 
composed in equal numbers of former 
U.F.A. and former A.F.U. members. 
The President of the F.U.A. is the 
former A.F.U. President, while the firSt 
Vice-President was a member of the 
U.F.A. Executive. The President and 
one of the two Vice-Presidents of the 
Farm Women’s Union of Alberta came 
from the U.F.W.A. The committee to 
deal with resolutions for the next con- 
vention was appointed without regard 
to previous affiliations. Its members 
are Mrs. W. C. Taylor, Edgerton; 
Henry Young, Millet; Andrew B. Wood, 
Dewberry; and G. ly Pritchard, Wet- 
askiwin. 

The preferential ballot was used in 
electing the President and the two 
Vice-Presidents who (with the Presi- 
dent of the F.W.U.A.) form the Pro- 
visional Executive, holding office until 
the next annual convention. Provis- 
ional Directors consist of eight from 
each organization who will hold office 
until elections are held at summer 
district conventions. The Provisional 
Directors were chosen by each of the 
former Boards, from among their own 
number. They are listed elsewhere. 

Fer the Presidency the following 
were nominated: C. J. Stimpfle, Geo. 
E. Church, A. B. Wood, L. E. Pharis, 
James M. Bentley, H. G. Young, Arn- 
old Milsap, F. Maricle, C. F. Pals, R. 
Hennig, R. N. Russell, R. Garneau, 
A. R. Hadland, George Pelletier, Don- 
ald MacLeod, Charles King, H. R. 
Boutillier, J. M. Wheatley, J. L. McIn- 
tosh. All except Messrs. Stimpfle, 
Bentley, Hennig and Pals withdrew. 

The two Vice-Presidents were 
elected on the same preferential 
ballot. 

Collection of membership dues from 
patronage dividends of co-operatives 
and from municipalities and local im- 
provement districts, if feasible, was 
decided upon. The Board was asked 
to inquire into the subject of compuls- 
ory membership.

increase our imports from Britain. 
These imports are increasing. For the 
first 11 months of 1948 they reached a 
figure of $275,000,000, which repre- 
sented an increase of about $100,000,- 
000 over the same period in 1947. 

Exports to Britain from this country 


were $638,000,000. Sir Stafford Cripps 


recently stated that these British im- 
ports were three times the exports to 
Canada. The ratio would seen to be 
about 2% to 1, but the discrepancy is 
still a heavy one, and though there is 
no suggestion of trying to bring them 
to an equality, as imports from Can- 
ada are largely in foods and minerals, 
and exports in manufactured articles 
such as machinery and equipment, 
motor cars, textiles, etc., there is an 
obvious urgency in creating a new pat- 
tern of trade, with the gap appreci- 
ably narrowed. It is something that 
Canadians can help to do. 


Trade Treaty With Poland 

Britain’s new five-year trade treaty 
with Poland is something that it is 
believed here should not cause con- 
cern. In her financial predicament, 
Britain has to do some “shopping 
about”. It has to hang on and _ re- 
store its economy. Trade with Poland 
is not a new thing with Britain. Be- 
fore the war Polish exports to Britain 
were fairly substantial. The agree- 
ment aims at restoring rather than 
opening new channels of trade. Be- 
sides, in the interest of securing by 
slow degrees a better understanding 
between West and East, it is not a 
bad thing to have trade with a country 
behind the iron curtain. 


Things to Keep in Mind 


Off shore purchases of goods under 
ERP apply only to goods not declared 
surplus in the United States. This is 
something to be borne in mind. Wheat 
and bacon are not declared surplus. It 
is also in our own interest 'to keep in 
mind that ERP is a temporary thing, 
expiring in a very few years, and not 
to think. every foreign contract made 
by Britain as something directed 
against Canada, but to keep in mind 
the urgency of the struggle in which 


Britain is engaged. . At the same time © 


we have to keep everything we have 
as far as pgssible with the British, so 
that the future will see us strongly 
entrenched in the British market. This 
will bring dividends to Canadian 
farmers in the future.

Setting forth that “price decontrols 
have set the prices of all merchandise 
and commodities sky-rocketing, creat- 
ing a greater disparity than existed 
during the war years”, the A.F.A. An- 
nual Meeting held in Calgary recently 
reiterated “our long adopted stand on 
a fact-finding board and implementa- 
tion of parity prices.” 

Want 1926 as Basic Period 

In working out statistical informa- 
tion, with regard to farm prices and 
income, all government agencies and 
farm organizations were urged to 
emphasize net average income rather 
than gross or total income; and it was 
proposed that government agencies 
working out comparative statistics 
should “be compelled to use as the 
basic period the year 1926 rather than 
1935-39.” The use of the 1935-39 period 
was strongly objected to because it 
“was one of the most depressed 
periods in the history of agriculture”. 
George G. Coote read impressive fig- 
ures from Government records to show 
the need for the implementing of this 
resolution, 

The Dominion Government was 
asked to set up a Livestock Board with 
producer representation, this Board to 
have, among other powers, that of set- 
ting “packing plant margins and 
grades similar to rail grading.” 

Abolition of the 25 per cent excise 
tax on goods manufactured in Canada, 
and the removal of all indirect taxes

Call Special Meetings—aAs a result 
of efforts of the Alberta Federation of 
Agriculture, two special meetings will 
be held in Saskatoon on January 31st 
and February ist, following the An- 
nual Meeting of the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Agriculture. 


The first meeting will deal with the 
marketing of coarse grains and the 
implementation of Bill 135, which pro- 
vided for marketing of coarse grains 
by the Canadian Wheat Board. This 
meeting will be attended by Federa- 
tion representatives and government 
officials from the three Prairie Prov- 
inces. 

The Western Agricultural Confer- 
ence is being held prior to this meet- 
ing, at which time the farm organiza- 
tions from these Provinces’ will 
consolidate their views for presenta- 
tion to the Provincial Governments. 


The February 1st meeting will deal 
with the poultry industry. Consider- 
able concern has been expressed as a 
result of lower export contracts for 
eggs to Great Britain. It is hoped that 
at this meeting the future of the poul- 
try industry will be up for a full-dress 
review for the purpose of planning for 
the future, so that it may be kept on a, 
sound basis. 

Representation at this meeting will 
include Federation Directors, Poultry 
Producers’ organizations and Govern- 
ment officials from: British Columbia, 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 

Delegates attending the Annual 
Meeting of the Alberta Federation of 
Agriculture held in Calgary, December 
16th and 17th, urged the Board of Di- 
rectors to convene these meetings. 

* * 


Basic Herd Principle — Stockmen 
took a dim view of the interpretation 
of Directive 230 as given by D. J. Gill 
of the Department of National Rev- 
enue at the Annual Meeting of the 
Western Stock Growers’ Association, 
held in Calgary, January 6th and 7th. 
They passed a resolution stating that 
they could not accept this Directive, 
and recommended that the Directors 
refer tha whole question to the Min- 
ister of National Revenue for recon- 
sideration. 

The Alberta Federation of Agricul- 
ture has been working closely with the 
Stock Growers on this issue, and while 
at this date the above action has not 
been considered by the Directors, the 
writer definitely agrees with this ac- 
tion, as the interpretation placed on 
this Directive does not comply with the 
policy as laid down in discussions as 
between farm and ranch organizations 
and income tax officials, nor does it 
comply with the spirit of the policy as 
enunciated in previous Directives or 
by the announcement made in the 
House of Commons in June, 1947. 

The present Directive is impractical 
and does not allow for the establish- 
ment of a basic herd except in a few 
isolated cases. 

a * 

Freight Rates on Farm Machinery— 
During the morith of December we re- 
ceived word that the railways were 
increasing the cost of moving farm 
machinery from Eastern Canada to the 
Western Provinces by removing the 
commodity rate that was in effect and 
charging the full class rate. 

The Canadian Federation of Agri- 
culture protested these increases and 
asked the Transport Board to suspend 
the new rates until railways could 
establish cause for such increases. 

The est information on this issue 
is that the Board of Transport Com- 
missioners has ordered the railways to 
suspend the increase of rates on farm 
machinery pending hearing.

F.U.A. CONSTITUTION ( Continued from Page 3) 


5. Junior Section—(a) Title: This section shall be known as the Junior 
Branch of the Association. 

(b) Objects: 

1. To train for citizenship. 

2. To train for leadership. é 

3. To follow more definitely the four-fold plan of development. Educa- 
tional, vocational, economic and social. 

4. To give the young people of the community an opportunity to know 
each other better, to enrich the social life of the community and to make 
life happier and better so that the young people may serve their homes, their 
communities and their nation more effectively and assist in promoting interaa- 
tional goodwill. ‘ . 

(c) The Junior Branch shall be directly under the supervision of a com- 
mittee on junior work. The committee shall be composed of two members 
appointed by the board of directors of the association and one member by 
the Women’s Section. 

(d) Any six juniors with the assistance of an adult member of the 
wa may form a junior local, which shailybe governed by these 

y-laws. 

(e) The membership fee payable to Central Office for members of junior 
locals shall be fifty cents for all members over sixteen years and under 
twenty-one years, and for members over twenty-one years of age shall be the 
fee set out in Section 4 hereof. The age limit shall be 27 years. 

(f) The Junior Branch shall elect a president and two vice-presidents, 
who shall constitute: the executive. 

Junior delegates shall have power at Farm Young People’s Week or 
district conventions to elect directors as provided for in Section 6 of this 
constitution. 

(g) Each junior local shall be entitled to send one delegate to the annua) 
convention of the Association.» The delegate shall have the rights and privi- 
leges as provided in Section 6 hereof. 

(h) Junior officers and directors shall have full delegate standing at the 
annual convention of the Farmers’ Union of Alberta. 

(i) When a junior local is formed, an adult person or committee in 
Sympathy with the movement shall be appointed by the local to supervise 
the said local. 

‘ The duties of such supervisor or supervising committee shall be: 

1. To attend all meetings of the juniors. 

2. To advise at but not to conduct the said meetings. 

3. To unobtrusively and tactfully.lead the juniors so as to develop in 
them initiative, knowledge of Farmers’ Union of Alberta principles and of 
world affairs, understanding of parliamentary procedure, the art of public 
speaking, refinement of character and a desire to serve the community, and 
to urge upon them the adoption of the fourfold program. 

6. Individual Membership Fee. All membership is contingent upon the pay- 
ment of a membership fee as stipulated from time to time by the organization. 

(The membership fee was set at $2.50 per year, with provision for 
deductions of 50 cents per member for the district associations, and 20 cents 
per member as dues to the Alberta Federation of Agriculture.) 

7. Membership Year. The membership year shaJl end October 31st, with a 
period of two months of grace. 


SECTION 5—LOCALS 


(a) Not less than six qualifying resident farmers may of their own accord 
or under supervision of a director, district director or organizer, proceed to 
organize themselves as a local subscribing to this constitution, and making 
due report thereof to head office, and upon acceptance by the head office shall 
be officially recognized to be a local. 

(b) It is further provided that any local presently constituted under the 
pies oad or an amalgamation thereof will be accepted and considered 
as a local. 

(c) Any person qualified to be a member of the organization may become 
a member of a local by a majority vote of the members present at a meeting 
thereof and upon paying membefship to Central Office and local dues, if any, 
as determined from time to time. 

(d) No person shall be a member of more than one local at one and the 
same time. 

(e) The local shall make payment promptly to Central Office of member- 
ship dues collected. 

(f) Each local shall hold an annual meeting not later than January 31st 
in each year; notwithstanding, when roads and weather interfere, meetings 
may be held at a later date. This meeting shall elect a president, a vice- 
presidents a secretary and.a treasurer, or a secretary-treasurer and five o 
more directors, depending on the interests of the district. 


SECTION 6—DISTRICT ORGANIZATIONS 


(a) For the purpose of electing directors to the central board and for 
carrying on the work of the organization, the province shall be divided into 
districts plus one district for the Peace River Block in the Province of British 
Columbia, the boundaries of which shall be determined by the board from 
time to time. . 

(b) Each district shall be divided into five or more sub-districts by the 
delegates at the first annual meeting of the district. 

(c) District Boards shall consist of district directors for Men’s, Women’s 
and Junior sections, sub-district directors, and a chairman and vice-chairman, 
all of whom shall be elected by the district convention, with the exception 
of the sub-directors, 

(d) District conventions must be held prior to July 31st if at all possible 
and the directors elected shall take office immediately (except in the case of 
the first provisional board). 

(e) Sub-directors may be elected at local rallies or by sub-district dele- 
gates at the annual district convention. 

(f) Duties of directors and sub-directors: To promote the interests of the 
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organization in their respective districts, to assist locals in keeping up their 


membership and to help them carry on a progressive and constructive program. 


SECTION 7—ANNUAL CONVENTION 


(a) At least once a year a convention of the delegates elected as here- 
inafter provided and*of the officers of the Assocjation shall be held.’ The 
convention shall be deemed to be the annual or general meeting of the 
Association for all of the purposes of such a meeting. 

(b) The convention may be held at a suitable time between November 
1st and December 10th alternatively in the cities of Calgary and Edmonton 
or at such other place and time as the board may consider advisable. 

(c) Representation at the Annual Convention. 

(1) Local representation shall be on the basis of one delegate for twenty 
members or major portion thereof, provided always that every local in good 
standing shall be entitled to at least one delegate; such delegate must belo 
to the local which he represnts; and one delegate from each, district board.

SECTION 8—ELECTIONS AT CONVENTION 
(a) The president, vice-president and three executive committeemen shall 
be elected by the delegates at the annual convention. 


SECTION 9—BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

(a) The board of directors shall consist of a president, vice-president, the 
executive of the Women’s Section, the president of the Junior Section, one 
director from each district. 

(b) The term of office of all officers shall be one year or until their suc- 
cessors have been elected. 

SECTION 10—EXECUTIVE 

(a) The executive shall consist of the president, vice-president, president 
of the Women’s Section, and 3 executive committeemen-elected by the Annual 
Convention. 

(b) Members of the Executive shall cease to hold office on becoming 
candidates or organizers for any political party. 

(c) Central officers of all three Sections shall have delegate status at all 
Conventions. é 
(d) The term of office for president shall be limited to five consecutive 
years. . 

SECTION 11—RESPONSIBILITIES OF DIRECTORS — 

(a) It shall be the duty of the elected board of directors to meet from 
time to time as the affairs of the Association shall require. At these meetings 
the directors shall conduct the affairs of the Association or shall delegate such 
work to the executive committee. noe 

(b) It shall be the duty of the directors to work at all times in the interest 
of the Association and the members who form the Association. 

(c) It shall be the duty of the board to strive for the achievement of the 
objectives of the Association. 

(d) It shall be the duty of directors to support policies as laid down by 
the Annual Convention. 

SECTION 12—AMENDING THE CONSTITUTION 

This constitution may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the delegates 
present and voting at any annual convention, provided that proper notice of 
motion of any such amendment shall be given to locals six weeks prior to 
the convention. Constitutional amendments shall have precedence over all 
other resolutions after the time of notice has expired. 

Further instructions were laid down by the delegates as follows: 


A Veterans’ Section was provided for. 
It was recommended that the headquarters of the Association be at 


Edmonton, with a sub-office at Calgary, and at a later date, a second sub-office 
at Lethbridge.,

Comparisons Between Prairies and This Community 


Comox, B.C, 
Dear Farm Women: 


As I said before, I find it interesting 
making mental comparisons between 
life here as I have found it and life 
in many prairie farm communities. 
Kindly note that I am not making 
sweeping comparisons between life in 
Alberta and in British Columbia. 


Many Small Holdings 

Many people here have small hold- 
ings and sell vegetables or chickens 
and eggs or have two or three cows, 
or sell some apples and other fruit. 
The larger farms are mainly dairying, 
with raising potatoes a close second. 
But there seems to be other attempts 
at raising many other things. One 
man I met had sold $600 worth of 
pansy seed the other year, but he 
reckoned he earned it when he consid- 
ered te time he had spent on his 
knees. Also he added that last year 
was a failure owing to the rain. An- 
other man is attempting a lily farm, 
another has hamsters nutria, another 
sells collies, and I am sure I could 
keep on with many more. Two others 
have a large day-old chick business. 

Recently I was very interested in 
hearing of the annual Whist Drive and 
Draw put on by the Agricultural So- 
ciety which has the nearby city (town, 
it would be in Alberta) as its centre. 
It was held in the society’s hall and a 
very fine building it is, with a most 
pleasing exterior of logs, and built 
very largely by volunteer work of the 
farmers round about. 


Whist Drives Popular 

By the way, whist drives seem very 
popular here at the Christmas season, 
with the Christmas turkey featuring 
as the drawing card. This one was 
put on in the hall of which I spoke. 
Tickets for the draw were sold three 
for a quarter, and in books of one dol- 
lar, and many went by the book. En- 
trance fee to the whist drive and sup- 
per was 75c. 

The committee responsible for sell- 
ing the tickets also collects prizes 
from the farmers for the whist, while 
they buy the ones for the draw. (And 
wouldn’t we be saying ‘raffle’ ). I 
noted sacks of potatoes, of carrots, of 
parsnips, of turnips, boxes of apples, 
eggs, chickens, nuts, ducks, etc. had 
been contributed. 

One of the first things I noted was 
that the farmers here, as is so often 
the case in Alberta, were quite willing 
to “Let George do it”. I wonder if 
the same apathy exists in other call- 
ings, or if the farm people are more 
prone to it than others. We may be- 
moan the way the farmers are treated, 
but until they learn to make a more 
united effort to help themselves, they 
can quite expect to be side-tracked. 


Another Point of Similarity 
I suppose I should not mention an- 
other similarity; that was that there 
was much talk of the back roads being 
snow-blocked and those who were on 
the highways were most grateful for 


their good fortune. You can quite well. 


understand that the good people here 
are quite busy explaining that they. 
have'known such weather before but 
it is quite unusual!

That was that the Women’s 
Auxiliary was of course to the fore 
and spent a very, very busy day pre- 
paring the sandwiches of several vari- 
eties and getting the lunch supper 
ready for the big crowd of some 
eighty tables. And, like Alberta 
women, they served a delicious one, 
and felt well rewarded for their efforts 
and the contribution they had made 
for their fellow. farm people.

57 : 
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World Wheat Situation 


By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 


Superintendent of Publicity,

The world wheat conference to be 
held in Washington, commencing Jan- 
uary 25th, will be working under more 
difficult circumstances than a year 
ago, when wheat was much more of a 
scarce commodity. Importing nations 
will be less willing to agree to the 
price range of $2 maximum to $1.10 
minimum which was acceptable early 
in 1948. There is much more wheat in 
the world today, and prospects are 
fairly good for a substantial world 
crop in 1949. 


U.S. Anxieties 

The United States, with a surplus of 
around 450 million bushels, is quite 
anxious to have an acceptable world 
wheat agreement drawn up, particu- 
larly in view of the prospect of anoth- 
er huge crop this year. The Canadian 
Government also favors a world wheat 
agreement. The Australian Govern- 
ment found last year’s agreement ac- 
ceptable, although there were pro- 
tests from farmers in that country over 
what was thought was a low price 
range. Argentina will not have repre- 
sentatives at the Washington gather- 
ing, and neither will Soviet Russia. 


Canadian Government Concerned 

The Canadian Government is rather 
concerned about prospective develop- 
ments in the marketing of wheat. 
Under the European Recovery Program 
the United States Government will not 
provide funds for the purchase of 
supplies from other nations, if such 
commodities are declared “surplus” in 
the U.SA. If this regulation should 
be applied to wheat, U.S. money would 
not be available to pay Canada for 
wheat supplied to European nations. 
This would create a rather serious 
situation in this country. 

Canada’s export trade last year 
totalled about three billion dollars, of 
which aboyt half went to the United 
States. The increase of Canadian ex- 
ports to the United States greatly im- 
proved the exchange situation in the 
Dominion. It is hardly likely that the 
United States will go so far as to de- 
clare wheat a “surplus” commodity for 
E.R.P. purposes, because of the disas- 
trous effect such a move would have 
on Canada, and because of the urgent 
need for friendly and co-operative re- 
lations between the two North Ameri- 
can nations. 

Southern Hemisphere 

The latest estimate of the Argentine 
wheat crop is around 150 million bush- 
els, as compared with 242 million last 
year. The Australian wheat crop is 
estimated at about 190 million bush- 
els, compared to 228 million last year. 
Surplus supplies from the southern 
hemisphere, therefore, will not be 
large this crop year. European crop 
conditions continue to be good, with a 
somewhat larger acreage under wheat 
than last year. The main U.S. winter 
wheat belt is protected by a heavy 
blanket of snow. 


Approves Steps Taken 
to Conserve Dominions 
Supply of U.S. Dollars 


Approval is due the Federal Govern- 
ment for the steps taken to conserve 
Canada’s supply of U.S. dollars, de- 
clared Sydney G. Dobson, President of 
the Royal Bank of Canada, in his ad- 
dress to the recent annual meeting of 
shareholders: the action was “a mat- 
ter of necessity”. The present peak of 
business, he declared, was being main- 
tained “to a large extent by artificial 
respiration in the form of credits from 
Canada and the United States”. Should 
ERP and Canadian loans to Europe be 
suddenly cut off, Mr. Dobson sug- 
gested, there would be great disorder 
in world trade. These problems, he 
urged, should be given “immediate 
and earnest thought”,

1st were 37,129,000 pounds, as com- 
pared with 43,895,000 a year earlier. 
The discrepancy was to some extent 
compensated by imports. Production 
in -December totalled 11,936,000, a 
slight improvement over the figure for 
December, 1947 — 10,254,000 pounds. 
All prices remain at the ceilings. 


Canadian Farm Loan Board 


Has Lent Over $60,000.000 
Since 1929, Report Shows 


Covering operations for the year 
ended March 31st last, the annual re- 
port of the Canadian Farm Loan Board 
has recently been released, A. H. 
Bunnin, Alberta manager, announced. 
Since 1929, it is shown, the Board has 
lent more than $60 millions to over 
29,000 Canadian farmers; its current in- 
vestment in farm mortgages exceeds 
$22,500,000. 

The Board, a Dominion Government 
agency, operates on a self-sustaining 
basis. Officials state that the current 
interest rate of 4% per cent is lower 
than any previous rate charged by the 
Board, and that demand for mortgage 
money is on the increase. The present 
trend towards larger farms—particu- 
larly in the Prairie Provinces—is re- 
flected in the fact that the percentage 
of loans for the purpose of buying ad- 
ditional land has risen in the past few 
years from less than 10 to over 33 
per cent. }

Name Decided by Acclamation 

Mrs. J. G. MacArthur, a chartered 
member of the Gleichen U.F.W.A., 
suggested the name for this new or- 
ganization -be the Farm Women’s 
Union of Alberta. This was warmly 
received by the delegates and -voted 
in by acclamation. 

The next matter discussed was that 
of a program. The U.F.W.A. have for 
some time arranged a tentative pro- 
gram to guide their locals and pub- 
lished it in booklet form. Mrs. Gilles- 
pie of DeWinton, of the former A.F.U., 
praised this program warmly. “It isa 
splendid guide and gives pep to any 
group of women,” she said. This in- 
cludes instruction for carrying on a 
meeting, and outlines topics, such as 
Education, Health, Legislation, Social 
Welfare, International Affiairs and Co- 
operation, ete., which will be of inter- 
est to the new organization. It was 
decided to make such material avail- 
able to any group of six women within 
the men’s organization, who feel that 
they cannot organize separately and 
wish to remain in their joint local. 


Method Followed in Election

~ Eleven women were nominated for 
the position of President and all but 
two withdrew; these were Mrs. Jones, 
Millet, and Mrs. Lowe.
